THE CHINESE ON THE GULF SITUATE; AND, AS I HAVE STATED HERE

HAS GRADUALLY LIBERALIZED CONTROLS ON HIGH-TECH EXPORTS TO 

CHINA, BASED ON THE CONTINUING DEVELOPMENT OF U.S. -CHINA 

RELATIONS . WE REMAIN COMMITTED TO FURTHER LIBERALIZATION, 

WHICH WE BELIEVE BENEFIT BOTH COUNTRIES . THE PACE AND 

TIMING OF LIBERALIZATION WILL VARY, AS IT HAS IN THE PAST.
